TO PICKLE PORK 


If you wish to pickle your pork at home, 
you can choose either the wet or dry 
method; but the latter is considerably 
less trouble. You. must first. make your 
pic ckling mixture by boiling jib. salt, 

ozs. brown sugar, and $ oz. salt tre 
in 2 quarts of water. Bojl for 15 to 20 
minutes, skimming carefully, Strain aa 
allow to get cold, 

Your piece of pork must soak in this 
pickle for 10 days. The meat should be 
‘completely, covered with the pickle, or 
else it must be turned every day, 

When it is ready, drain, put in a sauce- 
pan with a id water, and ng slowly to 
the boil. in well and add a few sliced 
carrots, fae or parsnips.

It has been assumed |: 
generally that the Turkish Républic would 
throw in her lot-with Great ‘Britain and 
France, thereby” reversing the decision of 
August, 1914; but when the efforts to 
bring about an understanding between the 
Allies and Soviet Russia failed, and the 
Turkish Foreign Minister was summóonéd. |. 
to Moscow, it looked for a time as if the 
Turks would be found once again on the 
German side. Monsieur Sarajoglu, how- 
ever, refused to be bullied by the Bol- 
sheviks. He informed Comrades Stalin 
and Molotoff that Turkey already had 
entered into certain undertakings with the 
British and the French, and that she did 
not propose to break them. In short, 


that she. did not enter it on their side; 
but her Government adopted an attitude 
which was described as “ not. neutral, but 
non-belligerent.’’ Now an important change 
seems to have taken place, According ‘to 


yesterday took possession of the German-: 
owned Krupp shipyards at the Golden 
Horn at Istanbul. Apparently German 
technicians and engineers have been fitting 
machinery to two submarines which are 
being built for the Turkish Navy, and the 
Government at Ankara has decided to 
dismiss them summarily. When they 
arrived at their work yesterday they were 
refused admission to the yards. During 
the last week or so the German colony in 
Turkey, which always has been fairly 
large, has been making hasty preparations 
to return to Germany. For many years 
the Germans have enjoyed a _ virtual 
monopoly of certain important “lines "' 
of business in Turkey, and their com- 
munity in Istanbul has become exceedingly 
prosperous. There seems to be no par- 
ticular reason to believe that any pressure 
has been brought to bear on the German 
residents by the Turkish Government, 
although yesterday’s seizure of the ship- 
yards is significant. Evidently they are 
afraid that there may be a big offensive 
in the spring, and that one of the theatres 
of war may be in South-Eastern Europe. 
Possibly, they have private information 
from their own country which has caused 
them to go home while, as the Americans 
say, the going is good. They. know now 
that, whatever may happen, Turkey will 
not be on Germany’s side. All Herr von 
Papen’s efforts to undermine Allied 
influence in Ankara have been in vain, 
and, if the Turks fight at all, they will 
fight with the British and French, whose 
Commander-in-Chief in the Near East, 
the redoubtable General Weygand, . arrived 
in Egypt yesterday. 

Political circles in Berlin are reported 
to “take a Jight view” of the Turkish 
Government's seizure af the Krupp ship- 
yards. “ Things like that happen in 
Turkey, said a German spokesman 
yesterday, ‘‘but they are usually 
straightened out afterwards.’’ Be that as it 
may, there can be no doubt that Turkey’s 
attitude since last September has dealt a 
heavy blow at German prestige in. the 
Near East, and, in fact, throughout the 
Moslem world. At the beginning of the.

war without fear of ‘internal dissension. ' 
He prepared the ground by making - a 
treaty with the country. he proposed. to 
invade, coupling it with slavish. adulation. 
and protestations of undying friendship, 
so much so that the other: European 
nations were taken in by his propaganda, 
refusing to believe the rumours that 
gained currency about the dictator's war 
preparations. because of the apparent 
sincerity of his protestations — about ‘his 
love. for peace: When the time came and 
his war machine was ready, he began to 
‘make blustering excuses to’ justify the 
coming invasion. For form's sake he 
produced an. antiquated claim on 
some territory belonging to the 
“friendly "” country, which he announced, 
had been unjustly withheld from 
Prussia more than a century before. 
Furthermore, he asserted that this territory 
menaced his dominions, and consequently 
must be occupied for strategic, as well as 
ethnographical, reasons. To. posterity 
he told a different tale. In his memoirs 
he wrote: ‘“‘Ambition, interest, the desire 
of making men talk about me carried the 
day, and I decided for war.” Eventually 
his troops marched in; they were met by 
heroic, but ill-led and scattered, forces, 
which were unable to put up more than a 
haphazard resistance. What was worse, 
other nations profited by his example to 
invade territories over which they had still 
less claim, backing their menaces by sham 
alliances made with the Dictator, which 
were certainly not kept by him, unless it 
suited his purpose to keep them. ‘‘ Let 
us be honest,” he wrote, “if there is 
anything to be gained by being honest; 
if it is necessary to deceive let us deceive.”’ 
Thus began a disastrous, prol war 
from which nobody benefited, which settled 
nothing, and which, in fact, began all over 
again, with a slight shuffling of partners, 
a few years later. Of course, remarkable 
progress has been made since those times. 
We can look back at the events related— 
they happened in 1740, exactly 200 years 
ago—with a smile, confident in the know- 
ledge that science has made enormous 
strides, and that we need no longer fear 
the power of men like “‘der alte Fritz.”

Pensions for Women at 60 
About 310,000 women will benefit by the 


Government decision to give sions to 
women at 60, says the British Government 
Actuary, Mr. G. S. W. Epps, in a report 
to-day. Insured women will get a benefit 
which would otherwise cost 14.6d. a week 
by paying Sid. a week. The value of the 
enlarged benefits to an insured woman who 
is on the point of reaching 60 when the 
bill comes into force is estimated at £113. 
The value of the additional pension now 
granted is about ten times the value of 
the Health Insurance benefits foregone. 
The gross cost of the additional pensions 
will be a little over £8,000,000 in the first 


full year, and it will rise to about 
£10,000,000 in ten years’ time and 
£11,000,000 in twenty years. Additional 


twopence a week contributions from men 
and threepence from women will yield 
about eight and a half millions in the 
first full year, decreasing probably to 
rather less. than seven millions in ten 
years’ time. The bill is to come into 
operation on July Ist. 


Railways Settlement 


The terms of the agreement between 
the Government and the railways grea 
bar stockholders, and on the St 

ange ee dealers had a very busy 
time. Before the markets opened jobbers 
were besieged by brokers anxious to know 
how prices would be affected, and for a time 
there was a certain amount of confused 
activity, with prices quoted widely and 
above their overnight levels. The market 
soon settled down, however, price margins 
becoming more normal, and a big business 
was put through, though profit-taking later 
took these hea below their best levels. 
The basis of the settlement runs very close 
to the general forecast. There are several 
unknown quantities, however, which have 
to be considered, though for the moment 
these appear to have been ignored. There 
is the possibility of war damage, which 
would have to be met by the companies, 
and the question of liability to excess 
profits tax. These considerations may be 
given weight in due course. 


Labour Party View 


The Labour Party 1s rather inclined to 
criticise the financial arrangement between 
the Government and the railways on the 
ground that the terms are too generous, 
and they will ask for time to debate the 
matter in the House of Commons. It is 
possible that they may have to think 
twice, however, before they venture to 
attack the agreement, because the railway 
unions, who are now calling for wage in- 
creases and making fresh demands upon 
the compamies, consider that they have a 
better prospect of getting their claims 
satisfied if the railways are well treated 
by the Government.

It was not only these 
mass transports of soldiers to the Western 
Front in September last which dis- 
organised Germany's transport system— 
the strain has gone on in spite of the end 
of the Polish. war.” 

Herr Walter, head of the Government 
office dealing with efficiency in the mining 
industry, said ‘that there was enough coal 
in Germany before the war for normal 
consumption, but consumption had risen 
in connection with war requirements. The 
military machine had seized all civilian 
labour at the outbreak of war. 

“ We have been left without coalmen, 
without horses, without trucks,’’ he con- 
tinued. “ All these have been taken by 
the Army, and so suddenly that we have 
been caught unprepared.”’ 

“ When the coal trains arrived they 
could not be unloaded, neither were the 
follówing trains able to pass so that an 
enormous jam was bound ‘to arise.’’

uncio on his arrival to take up his appoint- 
merit ‘in Dublin. ; 
- Dr. Byme always will be remembered as, a 
great church. builder; for during his occu- 
pancy of the See many new churches. were 
erected, and many extensions and improve- 
ments made to. existing churches. With the 
extension of the city, churches and gchools 
to. meet the needs of the community. in the 
new areas were built, and Dr. Byrne always 
encouraged this work, besides contributing 
generously to the building funds.

REVIVAL OF IRISH 
ILLUMINATION 


-- 


ACADEMY OF CHRISTIAN 
ART LECTURE 


The revival oí Irish illumination was the 


subject of a lecture delivered at a meeting 
of the Academy of Christian Art, Upper 
Mount, street, Dublin, last night, by 
fessor Art © Mornochain, the well-known 
Trish illuminator. 


‘In a preliminary paper Mr. L. 8. Gogan 


said that of all the arts illumination was 
the most specifically associated with Ireland, 
and nowhere had it reached such a pitch of 


perfection. In general, however, it might be 


traced back to Byzantium through Italy. 
Good unds existed for assuming that 
North Britain,- then a branch of the [Irish 
ecclesiastical mission, saw the beginning of 
the art on a developed scale. Room existe! 
for an organised approach to the whole 
subject of illumination and miniature, if for 
no other reason than its important part in 
laying the foundation of European painting 


and providing the basis of Irish medizval 


ornament. in sculpture and metalwork. 


Professor O Mornochain outlined the history 


of the revival of modern illumination after 
centuries of dormancy, and his personal cou- 
tribution in this sphere. His “Fire” page 
in black and white was well known. He 
explained how in a framework of illuminaton 
a whole system of symbolic expression was 


built up. These and other works were 


followed by his work for the Irish Republican 
Memorial—the fundamental idea of which 
was the creation of an illuminated book 
along the lines of the Masterpieces of Ire- 


land. One of the compositions was built on 


the theme, “' Aiseirghe’’ (Resurrection), the 
symbolism of which was explained in detail. 


Another page illustrated the theme, “TI see 


his blood upon the rose.”
